To  the  Mayor,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  third  Annual  Report,  covering 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1950.  The 
report  also  includes  extracts  from  my  Annual  Report  of  the  same  period 
on  those  services  administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  as 
they  affect  the  Borough. 

It  had  been  felt  for  some  time  that  the  amount  of  work  in  the 
Department  was  too  heavy  to  be  dealt  with  by  one  Sanitary  Inspector 
alone  and  during  the  year  the  Committee  considered  the  question  of 
appointing  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector.  An  appointment  was  made 
early  in  1951,  and  already  a great  deal  of  important  work  has  been  done 
which  had  of  necessity  been  neglected  in  the  past,  through  lack  of  staff. 

The  Death  Rate  of  14.8  per  thousand  of  population  shows  an  in- 
crease on  last  year’s  figure  and  it  is  higher  than  that  of  the  country  as 
a whole.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  28.7  per  thousand  related  births 
is,  however,  the  second  lowest  recorded  and  a very  encouraging  sign. 
The  Birth  Rate  of  1 5.26  per  thousand  population  is  the  lowest  over  the 
last  ten  years  and  indicates  a return  to  pre-war  figures,  a tendency  on 
which  I remarked  in  my  last  annual  report.  There  were  no  deaths 
ascribed  to  child-birth,  on  which  all  concerned,  practitioners,  midwives, 
health  visitors,  hospitals  and  social  v/orkers  are  to  be  congratulated. 


There  were  no  major  epiuemics  during  the  year.  The  notifications 
of  tuberculosis  fell  from  20  in  1949  to  13  in  1950'  and  there  was  an  even 
greater  decline  in  mortality.  If  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  could  be 
reduced  by  preventive  medicine  to  that  which  it  has  brought  about  in

diphtheria,  then  medical  science  would  surely  have  achieved  a success 
second  to  none  in  its  history.  At  the  present  time,  we  have  more 
efficient  tools  than  ever  before  and  it  is  hoped  that  their  use  will  lead  to 
a decline  in  the  incidence  of  this  dreaded  disease. 

In  conclusion,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Deputy 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  all  the  help  and  encourage- 
ment they  have  given  me  and  also  Mr.  Buckley  and  Miss  Heaton  for 
their  most  invaluable  help  so  willingly  and  cheerfully  given.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

Dukinfield  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  River  Tame  which 
forms  its  northern  and  western  boundary.  The  most  populated  part  of 
the  town  lies  to  the  northwest,  where  the  river  changes  its  direction  and 
runs  southwards.  The  town  itself  is  mainly  situated  on  gradually  sloping 
ground  but  the  eastern  end  of  the  town,  which  is  mainly  rural  in  character 
rises  to  a height  of  700  feet.  The  sub-soil  is  in  some  places  loamy  clay 
and  in  others  sand  stone  and  the  outcrop  the  Permian  system.  Under- 
neath there  are  some  coal  measures  but  these  are  not  worked. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  inhabitants  in  the  Borough  are  mainly  engaged  in  industry, 
which  consists  of  cotton  manufacturing,  engineering,  boiler  making,  rope 
manufacturing,  wagon  repairing,  soap  works,  dye  works  and  an  electric 

accumulator  works.  Dairy  farming  is  carried  on  in  the  farms  which  are 
mainly  situated  in  the  rural  part  of  the  town. 

Although  accurate  figures  of  the  number  of  married  women  working  in 
industry  at  the  present  time  are  not  available,  nevertheless  the  impression 
gained,  particularly  from  the  application^  for  vacancies  at  the  Factory,  and 
Day  Nurseries  in  the  area,  is  that  the  number  of  women  thus  occupied 
has  not  declined  over  previous  years.

BIRTH  RATE. 

There  were  279  live  births  to  Dukinfield  residents  during  the  year, 
of  which  128  were  males  and  151  females.  Of  these,  8 male  and  6 
female  were  illegitimate  births.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year*  was  15.26,  a 
figure  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales  and  the  lowest  in  the 
Borough  since  1939. 


DEATH  RATE. 

There  were  238  deaths  belonging  to  the  Borough  during  1950  and 
of  these  125  were  males  and  133  were  females.  The  Death  Rate  is 
appreciably  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  industrial  nature  of  the  town  and  its  situation  in 
the  North  of  England.  Heart  disease  continues  to  be  the  main  cause  of 
death,  being  responsible  for  91  deaths,  cancer  and  other  malignant  diseases 
being  responsible  for  48,  constituting  thq  second  most  important  cause  of 
death.  There  were  two  fatal  traffic  accidents  during  the  year,  both  of 
which  occurred  outside  the  Borough. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  4 male  deaths  and  3 female?  deaths,  making  a total  of 
7 deaths  in  children  under  1 year  of  age,  which  gives  an  infantile  mortality 
of  28.7.  With  the  exception  of  one!  case,  all  these  deaths  occurred  within 
4 days  of  birth. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  1950. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  no  major  epidemics  during  the  year  the  most  prevalent 
infectious  disease  being  whooping  cough,  of  which  there  were  216  cases. 
Whooping  cough  is  a most  distressing  disease  and,  especially  when  it  attacks 
very  young  children.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  use  of  a whooping  cough 
vaccine  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  may  be  reduced  consider- 
ably, as  was  the  case  with  diphtheria.  There  were  23  cases  of  Sonne 
dysentery  in  1950,  all  of  which  were  directly  connected  with  an  outbreak 
at  the  Dewsnap  Lane  Nursery.  The  cases  were  confined  to  Nursery 
children  and  members  of  their  families. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


I he  number  of  cases  notified  was  13,  10  of  which  were  pulmonary 
and  3 non-puIm,onary.  This  compares  very  favourably  with  last  year’s 
figures  of  20  notifications.  The  number  of  deaths  was  reduced  from  9 
in  1949  to  3 in  the  year  under  consideration.  In  no  case  was  there  any 
considerate  delay  in  admitting  the  patient,  following  original  diagnosis  of 
the  disease. 

An  analysis  of  the  housing  circumstances  in  tuberculosis  cases 
shows  that,  in  all  cases,  there  has  been  a considerable  improvement  in 
housing-  conditions  between  the  original  notification  of  the  case  and  the 
present  day.  This  is  well  demonstrated  in  Table  VIII.  where  it  will  be 
seen  that,  on  notification,  only  29  patients  were  living  in  “Very  Good” 
houses.  During  1950,  57  patients  were  living  in  these  conditions.  This 
improvement  is  largely  confined  to  the  most  infectious  cases  i.e.  the  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  cases. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  analyse  all  those  cases  on  the  T.B. 
Register  in  1950,  in  order  to  find  if  any  one  occupation  was  more  likely 
to  cause  tuberculosis.  The  figures  obtained  did  not  give  any  definite 
evidence  that  any  one  occupation  produced  a higher  incidence  of  tuber- 
culosis. It  was,  however,  interesting  to  note  that  five  cases  of  male 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  from  His  Majesty’s  Forces,  the  next 
highest  group  being  the  genera]  labourer  class.  A striking  feature  was 
that  by  far  the  greatest  proportion  (64%)  of  notifications  received  were  of 
patients  under  the  age  of  30. 

MASS  MINIATURE  RADIOGRAPHY. 

The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  town  in  January 
of  1950  and  X-rayed  workpeople  at  their  place  of  work  and  volunteers  at 
the  Dukinfield  Technical  School. 

6,196  were  examined  and  of  these  0.9  per  thousand  examined  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  These  figures  refer  to  Dukinfield 
and  Stalybndge. 
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MILK  SAMPLES. 


During  the  year,  the  Cheshire  County  Council’s  Officers  took  14 
samples  of  milk  from  farms)  in  the  Borough.  Of  these,.  12  gave  negative 
results  and  2 showed  evidence  of  tuberculous  infection.  In  both  the 
latter  cases  the  infected  cow  was  taken  under  the  luberculosis  Order  of 
1938. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  M.  T.  B.  Whitson,  Engineer  and  Manager 
of  the  Ash  ton-under- Lyne,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  (District)  Water- 
works, for  the  following  report  on  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  Borough 
water  supply  during  1950.

DUKINFIELD  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

The  hope  we  expressed  in  our  last  report  with  regard  to  the  flat 
above  the  Welfare  Centre  has  not  yet  been  realised  and  there  has  been 
considerable  delay  in  providing  this  accommodation  for  a Health  Visitor. 
The  delay  has  arisen  largely  because  of  the  decision  to  meet  the  cost  of 
the  alterations  from  loan  but  we  are  informed  that  the  order  for  the  work 
has  now  been  issued. 

Nurse  Ollerenshaw  retired  from  the  County  Service  as  a Health 
Visitor  on  the  30th  March  and  the  vacancy  created  by  her  retirement 
has  not  yet  been  filled.  The  remaining  Health  Visitor  is  being  assisted 
at  the  clinics  by  one  of  the  County  Midwives  who  is  employed  in  the 
Dukinfield  area. 

During  the  year,  maintenance  work  on  the  fabric  of  the  clinic  was 
carried  out  and  the  pram  shelter  was  re-built  following  the  collapse  of 
thq  old  structure.

Workers  who  have  materially  assisted  the  Health  Visitors  at  thd  clinics 
in  Staly bridge  and  Dukinfield  during  the  year.

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DENTAL  TREATMENT. 


During  most  of  the  year  the  work  was  carried  out  part-time  by 
the  School  Dental  Officer  from  the  Elyde  Division  who  devoted  two  half 
days  each  week  to  treatment  m this  area.  Since  October,  however,  there 
has  been  an  appreciable  improvement  in  dental  treatment  following  the 
re-distribution  of  the  work  of  dental  officers  in  the  North  East  area.  As 
a result  there  are  now  two  dentists  working  part-time  in  the  Division  for 
a total  of  three  days  a week.

It  will  be  noted  that  no  post-natal  or  ante-natal  patients  have 
received  treatment  during  the  year  and  there  has  been  a slight  fall  in 
attendances  of  children  under  five.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  arrange- 
ment will  allow  the  Dental  Officers  more  time  in  which  to  treat  die  child- 
ren and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

DAY  NURSERIES. 

There  is  one  day  nursery  in  the  Division  at  Dewsnap  Lane,  Dukinfield, 
where  there  is  accommodation  for  40  children.  Admission  (to  the  nursery 
is  according  to  a list  of  priorities,  children  of  unmarried  mothers  and 
children  of  widows  coming  first  on  the  list.  Preference  is  given  to 
mothers  in  these  classes  who  are  working;  and  the  mothers  of  39  of  the 
children  in  the  nursery  are  in  employment. 

During  the  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  find  out  the  true  position 
with  regard  to  the  waiting  list.  As  a result  of  the  enquiry  made  it  was 
found  that  a false  impression  had  been  gained  and  that  in  facts  the  num- 
ber actually  requesting  nursery  accommodation  was  less  than  half  the 
total  on  the  original  list. 
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The  fabric  of)  the  building  is  not  improving  with  age  and  accounts 
for  repairs  and  general  maintenance  are  constantly  being  presented  to  the 
Committee.  It  is  only  by  careful  attention  to  maintenance  that  the  life 
of  the  building  which  is  in  an  exposed  position,  and  contaminated  by 
smoke  from  the  nearby  railway,  is  being  prolonged.  During  the  year 
further  internal  painting  was  found  to  be  necessary  and  the  slow  com- 
bustion stoves  were  replaced  by  new  ones. 

A minor  fire  in  the  wall  and  roof  of  the  toddlers’  nursery  was 
effectively  dealt  with  by  the  Fire  Brigade,  following  which  repairs  were 
carried  out;  with  asbestos  sheeting  and  the  walls  and  roof  of  both  nursery 
rooms  thus  rendered  fire-proof. 

f 

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  in  the  nursery  during 
August.  16  children  were  affected  but  in  no  instance  was  the  illness  a 
severe  one  and  by  effective  exclusion  and  frequent  stool  examinations, 
the  infection  was  prevented  from  spreading  to  the  whole  of  the  nursery 
and  staff.  Because  of  this  outbreak  it  was  felt  that  improvements  to  the 
washing  facilities  were  necessary  and  the  Committee  recommended  that 
the  existing  enamel  bowls  be  replaced  by  eight  wash  basins  each  with 
running  water.  The  Committee  have  decided  that  certain  improvements 
were  necessary  in  the  kitchen  but  have  deferred  carrying  them  out  pending 
the  completion  of  extensions  to  the  nursery. 

The  charge  in  respect  of  children  received  in  the  day  nursery  was 
increased,  by  the  County  Council  in  February  from  1/-  to  1/6  a day,  and 
a further  increase  was  imposed  in  December  to  bring  the  total  cost  to  the 
parents  to  2/-  a day.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 


Vaccinations  and  Immunisations  are  carried  out  at  the  School  Clinic, 
Dukinfield,  and  the  Mechanics’  Institute,  Stalybndge,  or,  if  the  parent  so 
wishes,  by  the  patient’s  practitioner. 

During  the  period  under  review  it  was  reported  by  several  in- 
vestigators that  there  appeared  to  be  a connection  between  immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  and  Poliomyelitis.  Instances 
had  been  discovered  where  immunisation  was  followed  by  an  attack  of 
Infantile  Paralysis  and  this  appeared  to  be  most  marked  in  the  case  of 
immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough.  Because  of  this,  it  was  thought 
wise  to  discontinue  immunisation  in  the  Division  and  it  is  for  this  reason 
that  the  number  of  children  immunised  is  lower  this  year  than  in  1949, 
but  the  total  child  population  under  15  years  of  age  protected  against 
diphtheria  is  slightly  higher  this  year  than  last. 

I am  pleased  to  report’  that  the  number  of  children  vaccinated  and 
re-vaccinated  is  three  times  the  figure  for  last  year  and  represents  approx- 
imately 30%  of  the  children  born  during  the  year. 

The  purchase  of  a small  refrigerator  by  the  Divisional  Health  and 
Stalybndge  Public  Health  Committees  has  greatly  improved  the  storage 
facilities  for  vaccine  lymph  and  immunisation  material.

The  following  table  shows  the  total  number  of  children  under  the 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

In  January  the  decision  of  the  County  Health  Committee  on  die 
report  of  the  independent  Chairman  of  the  joint  meeting  between  our 
representatives  and  those  of  the  Hyde  Divisional  Health  Committee  was 
announced.  The  decision  was  to  the  effect  that  the  present  arrangements 
whereby  the  ambulance  service  in  Dukinfield  is  provided  by  the  Hyde 
Divisional  Health  Committee  should  continue.  It  was  also  resolved  to 
review  the  position  in  three  years’  time,  a resolution  which  was  strongly 
opposed  by  this  Division  but  which  was,  nevertheless,  adhered  to  at  a 
meeting  of  the  County  Health  Committee  held  in  February,  1950.  During 
the  year  there  have  been  several  incidents  where  the  wisdom  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  pressing  for  unified  control  has  been  proved  and  it  is  encouraging 
to  note  that  at  least  for  Civil  Defence  purposes,  it  is  proposed  to  take 
this  step.

There  is  no  doubt  that  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the  ambulance 
service  to  take  patients  to  hospital,  and  our  vehicles  are  to  be  seen  on 
die  road  more  frequently  than  ever  before.  This!  year,  in  Dukinfield  and 
Stalybndge,  11,150  patients  were  earned  as  opposed  to  a figure  of  8,238 
for  the  year  1949 — an  increase  of  almost  3,000  in  twelve  months  with  a 
corresponding  increase  in  mileage  from  approximately  40,000  to  57,000 
miles.  Patients  are  taken  to  hospital  eidier  for  admission  or  for  treatment 
and  no  case  is  earned  without  an  accompanying  certificate  from  a general 
practitioner,  or  following  a telephone  request  from  the  patient’s  own 
doctor. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE. 

The  main  work  in  this  section  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
has  again  been  concerned  with  the  provision  of  nursing  equipment  on  loan 
to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home,  and  to  the  problem  of  those 
patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

The  demand  for  nursing  equipment  is  gradually  increasing  as  the 
public  realises  that  jt  is  available  to  them  in  times  of  sickness.  Extra 
equipment  had  to  be  purchased  during  the  year  because  of  this  extra 
demand  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  service  is  materially  assisting  in 
the  home  nursing  of  patients  who  might  otherwise  have  to  be  taken  to 
hospital. 

The  review  of  the  Tuberculosis  Registers;  was  completed  during  the 
year  with  the  help  of  the  Elealth  Visitors  and  Tuberculosis  Officer  and 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  in  both  Boroughs  the  picture  is  not  so  black 
as  was  at  first  anticipated.  It  was  found  at  the  end  of  the  year  that 
there  were  34  less  patients  on  the  register  than  in  1949  even  though  the 
notifications  during  the  same  period  totalled  40 

The  Health  Visitors  are  visiting  Tuberculous  patients  at  least  every 
three  months  and  altogether  they  paid  708  visits — over  three  times  as 
many  as  last  year.  We  would  like  to  say  here  that  our  relations  with 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  are  very  good  indeed  and  the  liaison  between  the 
two  departments  is  excellent — an  absolute  necessity  in  work  of  this  kind. 
Housing  accommodation  was  provided  by  Stalybridge  M.B  and  Dukin- 
field M.B.  in  six  cases.

CONVALESCENT  HOME  TREATMENT. 

A sum  of  £125  was  granted  by  the  County  Health  Committee  to 
be  used  in  the  financial  assistance  of  persons  requiring  Convalescent  Home 
Treatment  within  the'  Division.  Contact  was  made  with  two  Convales- 
cent Homes,  one  at  Southport,  the  other  at  St.  Annes-on-Sea,  and  arrange- 
ments were  made  to  accept  patients  for  treatment  from  this  Division. 
Ten  patients  have  been  admitted  in  this  way — seven  females  and  three 
males.  Four  of  the  patients  paid  the  whole  cost  of  treatment  and  six 
received  financial  assistance.  In  one  case  the  Committee  reduced  the 
assessment  by  50%. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  work  of  the  Domestic  Helps  continues  to  increase  and  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  four  whole-time  and  seven  part-time  domestic 
helps  were  employed,  these  figures  increasing  as  the  year  progressed  and 
on  the  31st?  December,  1950,  three  whole-time  permanent,  five  whole-time 
temporary  and  ten  part-time  temporary  domestic  helps  were  employed.

The  total  number'  of  cases  may  appear  to  be  relatively  low 
but  on  this  number  a total  of  15,174  hours  have  been  worked  and  on  the 
average  no  less  than  50  cases  are  attended  each  week.  This  is  due  entirely 
to  long  term  continuation  cases  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  although 
last  year  only  55%  of  the  total  cases  were  chronic  sick,  this  year  the 
fiorire  increased  to  58.6%.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and'  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Dukinfield. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1950. 


During  the  year,  complaints  still  arose  from  the  old  cottage  type 
of  property  in  the  town.  Eleven  dwellinghouses  were  represented  as  unfit 
for  human  habitation  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Very  few  verminous  conditions  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department.  The  use  of  disinfectant  and  D.D.T..  together  with  the  in- 
creased knowledge  of  hygiene  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  has  helped 
to  reduce  these  unsatisfactory  sanitary  conditions. 

In  June,  the  Borough  Council  adopted  the  Model  Bye-laws  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  with  respect  to  Handling,  Wrapping, 
Delivery  and  Sale  of  Food. 

Meat  Inspection  took  up  a considerable  part  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  time  during  the  year. 

1 wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee, Dr.  T.  Holme  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Miss  Heaton 
for  their  invaluable  help  and  support  during  the  past  year.

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  CONDEMNATION. 

The  inspection  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  of 
Ashton-under-Lyne  and  myself  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughter- 
house situate  within  the  Borough  in  Wharf  Street,  on  an  alternative 
weekly  rota. 

This  method  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  I wish  to  thank 
the  Ashton-under-Lyne  inspectors  for  their  help. 

The  figures  supplied  relate  only  to  meat  inspected  by  me. 

The  number  of  animals  inspected  was  1165  cattle  excluding 
cows,  945  cows,  1297  calves,  6184  sheep  and  lambs  and  92  pigs,  as 
against  last  year’s  figures  of  723  cattle  excluding  cows,  740  cows, 
1086  calves,  4382  sheep  and  lambs  and  113  pigs;  an  increase  in  all 
cases  excepting  pigs.

“All  the  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
analysis  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  milk,  were  certified 
to  be  of  genuine  quality. 

The  one  exception  concerned  a milk  which  was  found  to  be 
6.6  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat  and  as  the  deficiency  was  com- 
paratively small  the  seller  was  cautioned. 


Bearing  in  mind  that  tha  deficiency  in  this  one  non-standard 
sample  may  have  been  due  to  natural  poor  quality  of  milk 
as  given  by  the  cow,  one  can  say  that  the  whole  position  is 
very  satisfactory.

Three  suspected  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  but  no 
confirmation  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  in  any  case. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

One  full  time  rodent  operator  and  one  part-time  operator 
(when  necessity  arises  )aret  employed.  The  part-time  operator  assists 
during  sewer  treatments,  two  of  which  were  carried  out  during  the 
year,  with  very  satisfactory  results.  The  total  number  of  properties 
surveyed,  including  inspections,  was  457  ; of  this  number  390  were 
houses,  155  business  premises  and  12  local  authority  property. 

97'  infestations  were  discovered,  56  of  rats  and  41  mice.
